About Dining. 

So many things are of importance in 
order to make a dinner pertectly success~ 
ful, thatit may be well to enumerate a tew 
of them. 

In the first place, the number should 
never exceed ten; eight would be better, 
and six best of all, tor in so small a party 
the conversation must be genera); and it 
js not easy to find more than six people 
who are likely to be Jong interested in the 
same subjcct. In the selection of these, 
great care and judgment, and often 
considerable tact, are required. Every 
indiv‘dual cannot be equally gifted, but all 
should be capable of appreciating wit and 
talent. Indeed, good listeners are as egsen- 
tial as good talkers, and the faculty of 
drawing out the powers of others 1s by no 
means common. Mapy good stories have 
beep told of talented men who always in- 
sisted On €ngroesing the conversation; and 
we remember one who could not conceal 
his resentment if any one dared to inter- 
tere with his monopoly. Still society is, 
upon the whole, indebted to such men, so 
few can converse agreeably or well. 

Generally speaking, to intrust the suc- 
cess of a dinner to a single person is to 
mesure @ certain failuie; tor most people 
are too impatient to put themselves, even 
for a jew bours, in the mental attitude in 
which Boswe.. lived with regard to 
JOHNSON. ADDISON compares “talents in 
discourse” to different kinds of music, and 
suggests that the several converstble parts 
of mankind might be cast into proper char- 
acters and divisions, as they resemble sev- 
eral instruments that are in use among 
the masters oi harmony. He 1s ingenious 
in adapting each instrument te the style of 
conversation it is supposed to resemble. 
For instance, the noise and emptiness ot a 
drum is compared to “a blusterer in 


conversation without either wit, humor or | 


good breeding,” though well fitted “to 
impose upon the ignorant;” but a lute, 
which he describes as exactly opposite in 
character to a drum, he says, “sounds 
finely by itself; its notes are exquisitely 
swcet and low, and easily drowned in a 
muhitude of instruments. It is seldom 
heard in a company of more than five, 
whereas a drum will show to advantage 
in a company of five hundred;” and he 
adds that “conversation is never so con- 
fined or straitened as in numerous assem- 
blies; so that it we consider dinner only as 


a pleasant reunion and the easiest mode of | 
social intercourse, a smal] dinner 1s incom- | 


parably more agreeable than a large one- 

But as the idea of dinner is more sug- 
gestive of cookery than of conversation, 
we may be expected to make known some 


tronomy—tor a science it undoubtedly is, 
and one that the generality of mankind can 
ill afford to despise. We have the highest 
medical authority tor asserting that almost 
all disease originates in derangement ot 
the digestive organs. Ii these happen to 
be weak, their well-doing must dépend 
upon the easiness ot the work given them 
to do; it strong, their vigor will soon be- 
come impaired by being overtaxed, We 
are not so much affected by the quality of 
our food as by the way in which it is 
dressed; and this is one reason why good 
dinners are difficult to devise. It requires 
some talent to do this really well. 

The first thing necessary is a total ab- 
sence of pretension; and the arrangement 
ol the table should be as simple as possi 
ble. Glass and ‘china are in themselves 
pretner and far better suited to a “little 
dinner” than a massive epergne aud silver 
disbes. It the linen is not of the finest, at 
all events it can be snowy white and thor- 
ougbly dry—we bave sat through a dinner 
in constant fear of rheumatism from a 
damp napkin; the plate well cleaned; the 
roses aud scarlet geraniums in the white 
china baskets tastetully arranged. Even 
the shape and size of the decanters and 


wine-glasses make a great difference in the | 


appearance of a divner table. 


With ample materials and a well-filled | 
purse, it 1s comparatively easy to write a | 
bill of tare suited to sixteen or tweaty peo- 
pie, when it is no matter if a dish cos‘s | 
| but, then, all other public mén have one 
necessary in a large diuner makes it far | 


much or little. Besides this, the variety 
less d:flicult than, with limited means and 
a 1efined taste, to contrive a dinner whére 
ihe small, well-roasted joint, the tew 
uicely-done cutlets, the clear soup, al] 
give evidence of a clean kitchen and a 
cook who does not consider it beneath her 
dignity to bestow care upon the smaller 
details of a dinner—upon the boiling of the 
vegetables, the mashed potatoes and 
melted buiter, which are the best tests of 
careful cooking. A particular old lady al- 
ways said to her cook when she engaged 
her: “All I care for is a hot dmwmner. Hot 
water one may drink, but one cannot drink 
cold soup.” 

It requires some amount of practical 
knowledge for a smal! dinuer to be sent up 
pertectly; but it it is, it is tar wholesomer as 
well as better than the lukewarm greasy 
dinner, full of pretension, dressed by the 
second-rate cook hired for the occasion, 
who, secule in his ignorance and conceit, 
cares httle whether his dinner is really 
good er not. I[t suits is purpose and 
-erves Ais; and what else matters to him? 
In most instances the plain cook in the 
house would have doue tar better; tor if the 
foundation of cooking is well laid, it is 
very easy to improve upon it, and she, 
caring for her own credit, would have 
spared no pains, and would have done far 
better, We have trequently heard it said 
by one who well understood the art of giv- 
ing dinners, that the secret of a well-ar- 
ranged bill of tare lay in not ordering too 
much, which is an almost invariable fault. 
‘this has been in a great degree obviated 
of late in Europe by the prevailing custom 
of dining a la Russe, which has turther ad. 
vantages in the decoration of the! dinner- 
table, which can now be made as bright as 
flowers and truit can make it; in its being 
no longer necessary for servants to reach 
across the table to remove the side dishes 
for “banding round;” in the absence of the 
jarge unsightly joint, and in the fact that a 
smaller amount of dinner suffices. The 
Europeans no longer depend upon the pre-e 
de resistance for their dmner. The preju- 
dice against made dishes is disappearing 
rapidly even in this country. Most of us 
are convinced of the mistake we made 
when we submitted to be dieted a la Jeph- 
son, and believed the everlasting tried 
chicken to be the panacea for all the ilis ot 
indigestion, as itis now generally admitted 
that dishes in which half the work of mas- 
tication is done, suit a weak digestion far 
better than the solid and “wholesome’”’ 
piece of roast mutton. The great difficulty 


in dining a /a Russe is, that it involves the | 


necessity of good waiting; but it is one 
more in idea than reality, for in a dinner o; 
six or eight people the amount of attend- 
ance required is not much, and it is then 
not necessary to have the servants in the 
room the whole of the time; they may be 
within call of, a small bell placed on the 
table near the host. Every one is con- 
scious how much more free and agreeable 


renvieniien’ ‘becomes as soon as the re- 
straint which the presence of servants 
necessarily entails is*remoyed. We have 
seen such a dinner very micely and quietly 
managed in a small dwelling by an effi- 
cient man servant, assisted by the house- 
maid, who moved about noiselessly in the 
neatest possible attire. 

A gentieman once said in our hearing 
that he bad been dining ata fnend’s, who 
had given bim “such a handsome dinner!” 
“A handsome dinner!’ What could he 
mean? It was soon explained. He had 
had a sisloin ot beef Weighing twenty 
pounds! A monster joint! the sight of 
which would be enough to take away the 
&ppetite of any ordinary man. We shud- 
der to think of it, and we confess to expe- 
riencing a somewhat similar shock when 
it is a question of going out to dinner in 
the country. 

To leave our snug fireside, the last new 
book, our own home dinner, for what? We 
have time for dismal anticipations during 
the dreary six miles’ drive, and we can 
picture ‘our dinner so vividly betore- 
hand. The table made for ten or twelve 
people laid for sixteen; the boiled milk and 
vermice'li we shall have for white soup; 
the flabby fish; the everlasting saddle of 
mutton, chickens and tongue, the thick, 
clumsy cutlets, and the small, hard black 
balls, dignified by the name of “rissoles;” 
and, if near Christmas, the never-failing 
roast turkey; the bustling waiters, in 
greasy black coats and white cotton 
gloves, pressing us to drink the dark fiery 
sherry and acid claret. Champagne we 
ever eschew under such circumstances 
Bad wine is a greater infliction and more 
immediately pernicious in its consequences 
than bad cooking. 

The size and shape of our dinner-table 
makes a considerable difference both in our 
Comfort and in the appearance of our din- 
ner. Many years ago there was a pertec: 
rage for round dinner-tables. This was a 
great mistake for a large party, and it was 
soon discovered to be so. 
dinner they are the best, but they should 
never be used for more than eight people. 
In a large mixed party they bring every 
one so much ¢n evidence that they are tar 
from pleasamt, and oOlten anything but de- 
surable. 

There is yet another point upon which 
we must touch, and a difficult point it 1s. 
We reler to the question of lighting. In 
the first place, let it be granted that the 
light should-be above us, and not on the 
table. There is nothing so good,so gen- 
tlemanlike as wax candles; but they must 
be fixed either in a chandelier or in a 
mouster centerpiece, raising them. up 
above our heads, and the expense of such 
au display of wax-candles would not be 
suited to our “little dinners.” Gas is de- 
testable, the light unbecoming, the glare 
paiptul and the heat oppressive. 

We have seen nothing to compare with 
a moderator lamp, most artistically ar- 
rapged within a china ball of graceful 
proportions suspended from the ceiling, 
and surrounded by a large china shade 
which throws the light upon the table in 


| the most pleasing manner. 


The cost o1 a little dinner is so trifliog 
that, as men’s lives are mostly ruled by 
considerations about money, this alone is 
of no small importance. But there are 
other points which weigh with us. The 
pleasant hotrs of lite are so few and tar 
between, the disagreeable things that must 
be done as positive duties so many that we 
contess to a icelipg of impatience when

THE PHYSICIAN'S STORY.

THE SEARCH FOR POISON. 

‘The leading connsel for the prosecution 
then called the name of Pro‘fersor George 
Barker, the Yale chemist, at which there was 
considerable ecusation. Prefessor Barker 
sald: 


I am professor of pnilosophical chemistry at 
Yale Coliege; on the 13th of May I went bome 
vo dinner sod founda box lying on my tabie; 
it was locked, the key beiog ia the lock; Dr 
Pinney was there, and requested me to open 
the Dux in bis presence: J did so and founda 
buman sfomach and liver; I poured out three 
oucces of brownish liquid and washed out 
toe interior of the stomach; found it much 
congested, especially at tbe greater end; 
the wucous membrane was not af 
fected and ibere was no perioration; 
the liver sppeared healthy, except a small 
cyst, containing a liquid; the washings of the 
siomacnd end liver were then each submitted 
to an examination in séarch of metallic pois- 
ov. The result was that in the stomach both 
bismuth and arsenic were foand. In the liver 
only arsenic was found Oa the 3d of June, 
these reeults were reported to Mr. Guibert, the 
grand juror; the stomach and liver were rep- 
resented to be those of Neisoo H Sherman. 
Taking the symptoms of the patieut in con- 
nection with tce resuits of tbe analysis, [ 
should have no doubs that the man diei from 
aisenical poison. I did not weigh the arsenic 
found. I should think, though, that the arse- 
nic must bave been safficieat to produce the 
death of the patient.

Loop I opened another package and found 
the liver, spleen, and a portion of tne intes- 
tines of a child, about a year old. These 
were seid to have been taken from the body 
of Frank Sherman. I foued in the liver a 
substance like arsenic, which afterwards 
proved to be arsenic. [ did not have the 
stomach to examine If [I had I should 
doubtless have found more arsenic. The 
sreenic in the liver had been absorbed 
from the blood after leaving tne stomach.

VALUE OF HUMAN LIFE. 


the Lite that Now Is?—Civilization 
Preserves Men Who should Die— 
Indifference aud Heroism. 


LEPE aS A TRUST. 


(From the Saturday R view.) 

What is the fair average of human life? 
Let us assume, for example, that a party 
of men are shut up by accident in some 
mine, and that they can only be saved by 
a profuse expenditure of money. Would 
it be right to spend £100 a head in order 
to save them, or £1,000, or £1,000,000? 
The lowest of these sums would obviously 
be too small; the highest would be too 
great—if only because the same amount 
erpendee inadifferent way might doinfin- 
itely more good by the permanent removal 
ofsome causeofdanger. Howare we to fix 
the terms of the equation? Or, again, there 
can be no doubt that railways would be 
much safer if the average rate of travel- 
ing was diminished. Would the diminu- 
tion of accidents, say 5 one-half, be an 
adequate reward for all the ill temper, loss 
of business, and waste of time that would 
be occasioned by taking a mile an hour off 
the pace of theexpresstrains? Or, again, 
what amount of danger may be faifly in+ 
curred in bunting, beating, or fAlpine 
climbing? The problem, in sh is to 
express the value of human life id terms 
ot the general convenience of pleasare. 
We should now think it wrong to murder 
a slave in order to provide euraelves with 
a g dinner. Some people, perhaps, 
doubt whether the advantage to the public 
of having lucifer-matches is worth tue 
death of a certain number of persons by 
a terrible disease, though, on the whole, we 
seem to consider that *we pay a moderate 
price for our emjoyment. Itis plain 
enough, however, that we soon reach a 

int in the scale where life becomes 
insignificant in comparison with the ad- 
vantages purchased by it. 

Abandoning the attempt to find any 
precise arithmetical formula, .we may in- 
quire roughly whether the value of life at 
the present moment is not rather exces- 
sive, Comeearing Daw many people there 
are in the world that can fiod a comfort- 
able subsistence.and how rapidly the number 
tends to increase, we may seem to be 
rather superstitious in perserving what is 
already a drug in the market. The law 
af the nniveraa ie waata: thansend= of 
lives are thrown away for one that is pre- 
served. The forces of production are 
always in excess, so that a continual pres- 
sure is maintained upon the means of sub- 
sistance. If we endeavor to neglect or 
evade this law, we must pay the penalty 
in one way or another. The increase of 
medical skill enables us to preserve a 


y number of lives which would have perished 


in the struggle for existence under 
other conditions. We maintaina number 
of cripples and invalids who would have 
perished if left to themselves; and thus 
the average vitality’ of the whole com- 
munity is lowered; and, at best, we ma in- 
tain a great number of individuals at the 
price of diminishing the vigor of the race. 
Does not this afford a presumption that 
thetenderness to human life, of which we 
are apt to boast, may be, and at the 
a time probably is, carried to excess? 

nfanticide is doubtless an immoral prac- 
tice, and, if cargied to excee, would lead 
to gross abuses, upon which it is unneces- 
ary to insist. But though it may be wrong 
actually to kill off the more weakly mem- 
bers of arace, is there any sufficient reason 
for going out of the way topreserve them? 
When we observe the desperate efforts 
which are made by people who obviously 
cannot really add to the strength of the 
community to preserve some faint flicker 
of what they are pleased to call existence, 


indignant remark of Frederick, “Dogs, 
would you live forever?’ In some of the 
Italian valleys of the Alps, the wretched 
beings called “cretins’ are not merely 
kept alive—a tenderness of which it would 
be hard to complain—but are permitted to 
multiply the species. The fact is su(li- 
ciently disgusting; but, perhaps, if we 
were quite impartial, we should admit that 
many living bi 


are keptalive within respectable British 

families, to say nothing of the peerage it- 

self. The difficulty of making a selection 

of those whoought to live, and to be the 

parents of future generations, is undoubt- 
edly considerable, aud we should be very 
slow to intrust such a power to any body 
of sanitary commissioners at present in 
existence. But the question may be raised 
whether we should go out of our way to 
invest the lives of the weaker portion of 
humanity with any special sanction. Or 
we may!take another case, which wag 
noticed in a veryingenious essay whi-* 
we revie wed pot ieug ago in this journal. 
Thejauthor maintained, with some plausi- 
bility, that when a person was obviously 
dying of an incurable disease, and could 
ouly be preserved for a few days or weeks 
to endure suffering, it was a cruel kind- 
ness to insist upon keeping him alive.

of life, when they know perfectly weil, 
' and their patient knows equally well, that

| friends were agreed upon the subject, a 
dose of laudanum should be quietly admin 
| istered, and a good deal of useless torture 
| spared. Or, to take a different instance, 
| are we not unduly and absurdly tender of 
» life in cases of criminal punishment? 
| Wne® we have caught a thorough and un- 
redeemav.2 ruffian, who, a3 we know per- 
| fectly well, wi never do a single service 
| to his race, and who 44s committed some 
}~grose crime just short of deliberate mur- 
der, why should we spend money and 
labor to prolong his wretched existence 
| and to make him, it may be, more com- 
fortable than an honest pauper? Would 
it not be better to regard him as a noxious 
| animal, as in fact he is, just as much asa 
wolf or rattlesnake, and to remove him 
from a world where he is capable ot doing’ 
nothing but mischief? The kindness 
which preserves a detestable scoundrel, 
and takes comparatively small pains to 
improve the position of the well-meaning 
poor, has something suspicious about it, 
and seems to imply an unduly soft tone of 
public sentiment. If we judge such cases 
as these by the principle of the greatest 
happiness of the greatest number, we 
seem to be clearly wrong. The sum of 
human happiness is plainly diminished 
instead of increased by supporting a mur- 
derer at the public expense, or preyent- 
ing a man from dying when death is the 
only relief from gsuffering. If we were 
consistent utilitarians weshould encourage 
capital punishment, and, moreover, the 
extinction of life when it is clearly a 
mercy although not a retribution of 
crime. 

The full answers to such questions would 
take us into some curious problems. 
Perhaps we may sum up the most obvious 
reply by saying that, on the whole, an in- 
creased value of human life is a necessary 
concomitant of an improved civilization, 
and should be encouraged even at the 

rice of considerable suffering in partica- 
ar cases. A savage finds that his father 
is unable, conveniently, to follow the 
wanderings of the tribe; or that his teeth 
have given way so that he can no longer 


him on the head, and considers he has 
done a filial action. The civilized man 
is unable to bear the shock to his own 
feelings which would be inflicted by giving 
the old gentleman a dose of prussic acid, 
and, therefore, scrupulonaly po him 
alive, even though life is an almost intol- 
erable burden. Is not this, it may be 
asked, merely a refined form of selfishness, 
which really inflicts pain because it has 
not the courage to meet a single shock? 
It is like preserving an aching tooth 
because you have not the courage to go to 
the dentist. The reply is, that if, in any 
particular case, the balance of suffering 
may be on the whole against the more 
civilized methods of proceeding, yet the 
greatest sensibility and the greatest power 
of sympathy which it implies are worth 
preserving, even at the cost of the poor 
old parent, who is forcibly maintained in 
a world which has become a torment to 
him. Wemay pursue the compirason a 
little further. A Chinese, it is generally 
said, is so indifferent to death that you 
may hire aman to take your place as 
principal at an execution for a few 
pounds.

THE CHAMPION EATER, 


A Gourmand who Thinks Nothing of 
ting a Whoie Ham tor Luach— 
Thirty Cups of Tea Worth Men- 
tionipg—Thirty-four Pounds ot Fat 

a Meaiwhenin Average Health.

A gourmand, perhaps the greatest, if 
not: one of the most remarkable eaters 
that ever lived, is at present residing in 
l.os Angelos, in the person of Herman 
Schmeider, a native of the Grand Duchy 
of Monaco, a principality in the south of 
Europe, and not containing within its con- 
fines more than 16,000 acres, within which 
territory the individual in question was 
born in 1830, of German father and Greek 
mother.

case was brought before the College of | 
Savants, where a daily examination of his 

case was had for eight consecutive days. | 
The labor proved fruitless; his case baftied | 
the science and skill of the most notedand | 
eminent of Monaco’s medical faculty. At 
the age of twenty he was taken into the 
eervice of the Grand Dukeand trainedto a 
course of plain diet,such as parched corn, 
marenail (a fish caught in the Mediter- 
ranean), on which, for a time, he seemed 


and became so emaciated that his P yai- 
cians ordered a restoration of his former 
diet. Inashort time he again assumed 
his former appearance, and with it his 
alimentary powers.increased, 

His case now attracted medical men from 
far and near; a diligent study and inquiry 
was made, but without avail, and his case | 
was finally qandanes as hopeless. All 
agreed that his unnatural appetite would 
not shorten his days, buat, nevertheless, 
would Dr ve a source of eontinual illness 
to him during bis life,a fact which has 
been fully verified. At the age of twenty- 
five years he was dispatched, with a num- 
ber of troops, as one of the Grand Dake’s 
purchased quota to the H rof Rou- 
mania. He remained with his last master 
but long enough to effect an escape, which 
he succeeded in doing after serving nearly 
two years against the marauding’ ars,

dress of a Turkish trader, by which he 
succceeded in arriving in safety at the 
Austrian port of Trieste. Here he re- 
mained but long enough to secure & pas- 
sage to New York, at which port he ar- 
rived after a voyage of pag days. His 
first exploit on arriving in America, was 
to wager that he could eat a whole ham, 
one Papry § of candles, one and a half 
pounds of biscuit, and drink thirty cups of 
tea—all in one day. His advertisements 
attracted the attention of the notorious Kit 
Burns (lately deceased), who duly installed 
the remarkable individual as an addition to 
the noted canine attraction of his place. 
Kit’s first effort on acquiring his charge’ 
was to uf ® more vigotous system 
of training, whereby he could test the ca- 
pacity of the remarkable man’s stomach, 
which was accomplished by eating an 
amount fabulous to contem —- and 
which, in quantity, surpassed bis ormer 


sions into the prince’s territory. His | 


greatest efforts. His case finally attracted 
the attention of the New York police, by 
whom he was arrested as a nuisance, and 
on being convicted, was sentenced by 
Judge Barnard to six months’ imprison- 
ment on Blackwell's Island. On his term 
expiring, he mingled again in the world; 
was ina short time lost sight of, until 
last week, when he made his appearance 
in @ restaurant in New Commercial street, 
in this city, where he ate for nearly two 
hours, to the disgust of the proprietor; 
and on retirlng proffered twenty-five cents 
in payment, which the saloon keeper 
looked on as only one-tenth the cost of the 
material. His greatest effort was the 
consumption of thirty-four pounds weight,

And on theses 
grounds he rested his offer, enjoining that 
the Doctor would forward it to America. 
But as the Doctor neither did this, nor yet 
sent him an answer, the projector wrote a 
second letter, in which he did not, it is 
true, threaten to go over and conquer 
America, but only, with great dignity, 
proposed that, if his offer was not accept- 
ed, an atknowledgment of about £30,- 
000 might be made to him for his generos- 
ity.

The walks have Deen laid out anew and a 
great many stumps, dug up ds the roots, have 
been erected into :wo pjramids, one with a 
grotto beneath it, and the cther shaped like a 
vase. The first wiil be covered with creeping 
Ivy and the second witb emall shrubbery andiare 
flowers. A varietytof shave trees are to be pianted 
iu rows aud groups at such piaces, and running

the yard. They will include cogwoods, magno- 
lias, horse-chestouts, hemlock, spruce, baisams:, 
Or,end a variety of bilo.soming shiuds, Iron 
beats, too, Will be put at sultable places about 
ibe yard for the convenience of patients and 
visitors. A beautiful fountain also is in the pur- 
view cf the present design. Large vase:;, erect- 
eo here and there, and filled with flowers and 
roees, Can Luicharm every one who visits the 
Lospital.

Thiers is a 
mot archist—an Orleanist, it 13 true, but there 
was receptly a fusion among the French 
monarchiste—and who knows the 3c get con- 
ditions of the league?
